And yet the curious thing WRS that

really handsome illumination by our 
forefathers and would Indeed be con­ 
sidered so today by dwellers In rural 
districts where the street lump Is un­ 
known, O. Fox-Smith writes In the 
iLondon Chronicle. 
What is happening to us—or, rather, 
what was happening to us in the days 
fwhpn the daylight, in towns, was de­ 
posed before its death by the glare of 
pas and electric light? Were we not 
rapidly losing the very last remnant 
of that faculty of seeing in what we 
rail “the dark,” which is really quite a 
natural part of our equipment, being 
to sort of combination of the senses of 
Sight, smell, touch and hearing? 
As a matter of fact speaking broad­ 
ly, what most people call “the dark” 
Is not darkness at nil. How often, for 
•sam ple, do you hear a person who 
has Just emerged from or who lifts a 
•blind to look through the window of a 
lighted room exclaim: “What ti pitch 
dark night!”

lights behind aud it will be seen that 
the apparent darkness was really more 
limn half caused by the light itself.

No doubt the city council, the fire 
department and Decatur’s water sys­ 
tem have been cussed, discussed and 
criticized more since the fire Monday 
night than in several years past. And 
in the opinion of The News there is 
plenty of room for all of it, and then 
some. 
A more unfortunate chain of 
events could not have happened if 
they had been made to order. 
The 
fire bell had hardly ceased ringing be­ 
fore two lines of hose were stretched, 
attached to hydrants, and the cry went 
up for “water!” 
The hydrants were 
opened, but no water came. 
Investi­ 
gation showed that either the down 
pipe from the tank was frozen or 
there was no water in it. 
The small 
pump at the water works was imme­ 
diately started and the bolts on the 
old 
mogul 
pump, 
whose 
powerful 
strokes have forced water over the 
flag staff on the court house steeple, 
were tightened up and its hoarse 
cough soon showed it to be in fine 
working order. A rush back up town, 
and it was discovered that the last 
time the square was graveled, every 
cut off had been buried and no one 
could locate them. 
Nothing could be 
done untl the pumps had filled every 
main in town and the water backed 
up to the square. With probably hun­ 
dreds of water consumer’s hydrants 
open, the stream was too weak to do 
anything with and the time that was 
lost spelled the doom of the w est side 
of the square. 
Had the department been equipped 
with the chemical engine for which 
it has begged and pleaded for the past 
five years, the fire could have been 
stopped with hardly a hundred dollars 
damage to the building in which it 
originated. 
F ifty dollars or less would box and 
pack the pipe on the water tank and 
put a float guide up so that anyone 
could see how much water was in the 
tank. 
There was plenty of water in the 
tank at the waterworks, but it was 
useless because the cut offs placed 
there to confine the water on the 
square for fire purposes, could not be 
closed. 
The people of Decatur can decide 
for them selves where the blame for 
this state of affairs lies. 
It is the first time in the history of 
the fire department, extending over a 
period of nearly thirty years, th at a 
fire has got outside of the walls of the 
building in which it originated—and 
why did it do it this time? 
The citizens pay taxes for protec­ 
tion; the city is supposed to furnish 
water and fire apparatus; 
the fire­ 
men have to work with the apparatus 
that is furnished them. 
The present 
equipment consists of a two-wheeled 
hand drawn cart, that has seen ser­ 
vice since the department was or­ 
ganized; 
a four-wheel hand drawn 
hook and ladder truck, that has seen 
service the same length of time, with 
no buckets, hooks, ropes, lanterns or 
axes; about 1000 feet of serviceable 
hose, three play pipes and three or 
four ladders. 
That’s the fire appara­ 
tus for a tov.n of 2500 inhabitants; 
with three banks, the best schools, 
college and churches of any town its 
size in the State, with hundreds of 
thousands of dollars invested in m er­ 
cantile and business institutions and 
stocks 
of 
goods—an 
equipment 
that a cross roads community would 
hoot at.

To Detect Gas in Mines 


A new electrical instrument to de­ 
tect explosive gas in mines has just 
been patented. Such an instrument is 
'necessary because of the greatly in- 
j creased use of electric mine lamps in­ 
stead of the old-time Davy safety 


lam p s. The Davy lamp gave the inin- 
i er warning of the presence of gas, but 
the electric flash lamp, of course, does 
not. Tile new detector consists of two 
glowing electric wires connected in 
series. One wire is treated so as to 
burn more brightly in gas-laden air 
than in pure air. 
In perfectly pure 
air the two wires glow with exactly 
the same brightness. 
By noting the 
difference in the brightness of the two 
Indicators the miner can not only de­ 
tect the presence of dangerous gas but 
can also tell almost exactly how much 
of It is present.

To 
j this generous state of mind you owe 
I the fact that the freshly filled can is 
apt to come back to you so full that 
In the act of tilting it to fill either a 
lamp or a smaller '‘filler” can the oil 
drips on table or floor, unless a paper 
is put down first to protect them. The 
best way to avoid catastrophes is to 
tit* a strip of cloth, woollen or cotton. 
I; around the spout, about two in ches 
! back of the outlet (not nearer, or if 
will soak with tile oil as it runs out), 
and this will take up the drops that 
will otherwise run down the spout and 
sides of the can.

Flavor and color have an important 
bearing on the prices which must be 
paid for various edible fats used in 
tho home, since all are regarded as 
wholesome when of Rood quality ami 
practically the same amount o'! energy 
is derived by the body from each. I he 
housekeeper, therefore, must 
decide 
usually what she is willing to pay for 
relatively superficial p ro p e rtie s in tho 
foods. These facts are pointed out in 
a recent professional paper of the 
United States department of agricul­ 
ture, Bulletin 
hip, “Fats aud 
Their 
Economic Use in the Home, prepared 
by tho office of home economics of the 
department. 
In discussing the selec­ 
tion of fats for special uses the bul­ 
letin say s: 
In general it pays to buy fats of 
such good quality that none will have 
to be thrown away through spoilage. 
In some instances a higher priced ar­ 
ticle may be more economical in the 
end, as fo r example, clean, sanitary 
butter, as compared to a cheaper, but 
less sanitary product. 
In some in­ 
stances, where taste or flavor only Is 
involved, a less expensive table fat 
may answer quite satisfactorily the 
purpose of a more expensive one. 
Much fat may be saved by home ren­ 
dering of the trimmings from fat meat. 
The following method of rendering 
fats, found to be very satisfactory in 
the laboratory of the office of home eco­ 
nomics, may be applied in the home. 
The fat is cut finely with an ordinary 
household meat chopper or sausage 
grinder and is then heated In a double 
boiler until completely melted. 
The 
melted fat is then strained through a 
rather thick cloth (medium tine hucka­ 
back, for Instance) to remove the finely 
divided bits of tissue. The advantage 
of this method is that since the mate­ 
rial to be rendered is finely divided, 
the fat separates readily from tile in­ 
closing tissue at a temperature very 
little above its melting point, and there 
is no danger of scorching it, as in the 
older open kettle method. 
After the fat is rendered it must usu­ 
ally be clarified. 
A fairly successful 
household method for clarifying fats is 


a s follows: Melt the fat with at least 
an equal volume of water aud heat for 
a short time at a moderate tempera­ 
ture, with occasional stirring. Let the 
mixture cool, remove the layer of fat 
and scrape off any bits of meat and 
oilier material which may adhere to 
the under side. 
Rendering or clarify­ 
ing fat with milk gives quite satisfac­ 
tory results in modifying odors and fia- 
j v«»rs. The procedure is as follows: 
lo 
I two pounds of fat (finely chopped it 
umvndered) add one-half pint of milk 
(pre(erabl\ sour). 
Heat the mixture 
in a double boiler until rendered or 
throughly melted, stir well and strain 
through fairly thick cloth. 
When cold 
the fat forms a hard, clean layer, and 
any dark material adhering to the un­ 
der side of the fat may be scraped off. 
Sour milk, being coagulated, is piefer- 
uble to sweet milk, since the curd re­ 
main'- on the (doth through which tie 
rendered mixture is strained, and is 
thus more easily separated from the 


r e n d e r e d fat. which has acquired some 
of the milk flavor and butterfat.
